|= Aé& being near expiring, and 
a juft Exception having been ta- 
ken to a Claufe in it concetning Special 
Furies, *tis hoped our Reprefentatives 
will fecure us from any Danger there- 
from, fhould they think fit tq continue 
this Law. The Claufe is to the Purport 
following: viz. 
may be lawful for the Court of King’s 
Bench, Common Pleas, and Exchequer, 
upon Motion made in Behalf of His 
Majefty, or of any Profeeutor, or De- 
fendant, in* any Indiétment or Infor- 
mation, for any Mifdemeanour, &c. or 
on the Motion of any Plaintiff or De- 
fendant, in any Aétion, Caufe or Suit 
whatfo¢ver; and the faid Courts are au- 
thoriz’d and requir’d to appoint a Fury 
.to be ftruck before the Officer of the 
refpective Court, for the Trial of any 
Iffue tryable by a Fury of Twelve Men, 
in fuch a manner as /pecial Furies have 
been and are ufually ftruck in Trials at 
Bar in the faid Courts. ” 

The chief Provifion of this AZ is, 
ina great Meafure, defeated by this 
C/aufe ; and no Man can depend on be- 
ing tried by a Jury chofen by Ba/bt.— 
It is therefore hoped, that in the Re- 
newal of This Aét the faid Claufe will 
be left out, or fo limited as to prevent 
the bad Effects of it; by excepting all 
Cafes where the Crown is concean’d ; 
or reftraining the Judges from granting 
a fpecial Fury, unlefs oth Parties con- 
fent to it.

1 am fure there is not a Merchant in Ezrope, G 


thar has Occalion to freight a Ships but will 
think 40s. a very great Difference in the 
Freight between two Ships of 150 Tons 
each, if they be of equal Goodnefs in every 
other refpect,and he will always employ that 
which he can have 40s. cheaper than the 
other. This Tax muit therefore be not only 
a Burthen upon our Navigation, but we mutt 
confider, that it would toon be the entire 
Deftrucion of our Navigation,.and confequent- 
gy of our Navy, if ir were not for the Na- 
Vigation Act, and fome naturall Advantages 


Grandeur, and the Name of having a great 
E(tate, continue to pay the Land Tax and 
the Incereft upon the Mortgages, it it certain- 
ly their own Fault, and theretore they do not 
deferve the Confideration of this Hovfe. The 
Landed Gentlemen then, whofe Eftates are 
under scol. a Year, are the only Perfons 
whole Condition and Circumftances can in 
the prefent Cafe be of any Confequence, and 
as to fuch, let us examine whether, what is 
now propofed, will prove to be any Relief to 
“em. It’s wel] known there are m:ny Landed 
Gentlemen in England, whofe Eftates are 
valued fo low, that they do not pay above a 
Groat of a 35.im the Pound Land Tax ; it may 
therefore be reafonable to fuppofe, that ail 
the Land Eftates in England are one with 
another rated for the Land Tax at one half 
of the real Value. It has been admitted that 
a Farmer of 100/ a Year, has generaiiy 16 
Perfons in Family; I think we may then 
reafonably fuppofe, that the Landed Gentle- 
men in England of 4001. a Year, keep one 
with another, 20 Perfons in Family; and up- 
on thefe Suppofitions let us fee what Relief 
the Gentlemen of 400/. a Year is to receive 
from the fine Scheme now before us. Such a 
Mau’s Estate is {uppofed to be valued at 200!, 
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a Year as to the Land Tax, confequently at 
1s. in the Pound he faves only 10/, in the 
whole, by the taking off this 15, Now let 
us confider what he muft pay towards the Du- 
ty upon the Salt confumed in his Family; a 
common Farmer with 10 Perfonsin his Fami~ 
ly, is fuppofed to pay 64. a Week for the Salt 
confumed in his Family, and therefore a com- 
mon Farmer with 20 Perfons in his Family 
muft be fuppofed to pay 1s. a Week, one with 
another; for the Salt confumed in his Family ; 
and if we confider the great Wafte that is made 
of that Commodity about a Gentleman’s Fa- 


mily, and the many Vifitors and their Servants, B 


and the poor necefficous Neighbours that will 
always be hanging in or about a Gentleman’s 
Family who hasan Eftate of 400/. a Year, we 
cannot allow lefs than Eighteen Penny worth 
of Saltconfumed weekly about fuch aGentle- 
man’s Family ; we muft therefore fuppofe that 


every Gentleman of fuch an Eftate pays year- C 


ly for the Salt confumed in his Family 3/. 18s. 
and fince by the laying on vf this Dury, we 
raife Salt to above ten times the Price it for- 
merly fold at, therefore we muft conclude that 
nine Tegths of 3/. 185. that is, about 3/. los. 
is yearly drawn trom every Gentleman of 4004. 
a Year by Means of this Duty upon Salt; and 
as he is to pay this Sum yearly for three Years, 
in place of the 10!, Land Tax which he is by 
this Means to be made free of, is it not plain 
and evident, that he pays Ten Guineas in three 
Years for the fakaof getting free of the Pay- 
ment of tol. inone Year? The utmoft then, 
that can be pretended, is, that he faves by this 
fineScheme about half a Year’s Intereft on to/. 

As to all the Landed Gentlemen of f{mall- 
er Fortunes, they will be Lofers by this Mea- 
fure that is propofed for their Relief. Their 
Families cannot be a great deal lefs numerous 
than the others; their Servants will be as 
wafteful, and they muft entertain their Vifitors 
as wellas the other; therefore we cannot fup- 
pofe that any Gentleman’s Family in the Coun- 
try will coft him lefs than 1s. a Week for Salt, 
at this rate he muft pay yearly towards the Du- 
ty now to be laid on, very near 2/. 75, that a- 
mounts in three Years to 7/. fo that a Gen- 
tleman of 20o/. a Year willbe 2/. out of Pock- 
et, and a Gentleman of rool. a Year will be 
4/. 10s. outof Pocket by reviving the Salt Du- 
ty for three Years, in place of laying on 15, 
in the Pound Land Tax for one Year. 

Having thus fhewed to what fort of People 
this Salt Duty will be a Difadvancage, I think 
it would not be juft in me, not to take fome 
Notice of thofe to whom it will be an immedi 
ate Advantage. As to all the Gentlemen in 
England of very large Eftates, it will be an 
immediate Advantage; But this immediate 
Advantage accruing to the rich Landed Men 
wi!l be in overbalanced by the Ruin that 


will bring upon their Country, and upon their 
own particular Eftates; and I am glad to find, 
that moft of the Rich landed Gentlemen in 
England are upon thefame Side of the Quetti- 
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on with me, but thofe who will reap the grear- 
eft Advantage from the Meafure now propoled 
are thofe who are in good Places, and have 
handfome Salaries coming in. Ic is crue, that 
their Salaries are rated at the full Value to the 
Land Tax: The taking off 1s, in the Pound 
Land Tax» is really putting 5 per Cene into 
their Pockets, which cannot be drawn out a- 
gain by the Salt Dury, becaufe they either keep 
no Families, or they keep their Families ia 
Town, where moit of their Servants are ac 
Board-wages. To fuch Gentlemen the Mea~ 
fure now propofed will certainly be advan- 
geous, and to fuch only that Compaffion which 
we have heard fo much of, is properly to be 
apply’d. Since then ic appears plain, that 
what is now propoled can be no manner of 
Relief, buc will certainly be an Additional 
Charge upon the Landed Gentlemen of {mall 
Eftates; and fince they are the only Landed 
Gentlemen in England who ftand in Need of, 
and deferve Compaftion, 1 thinkall the Argue 
ments that can be drawn from Pity and Com- 
paffion, come full againft our agreeing to tha 
Revival of this Duty; therefore I may in my 
Turn plead with ali thofe who hear me, to 
have Pity and Compaifion upon the Landed 
Gentlemen in England. How hard will it be 
to make a poor Landed Gentieman of 1004 
a Year, pay 7/. in place of sos. Why fhould 
the poor Landed Gentlemen be fo much over- 
charged tor the fake of a {mall Eafe to thofe 
who have plentiful Eftates in Land, or confi- 
derable Salaries coming in from aPoft of lit- 
tle or no Trouble? This is really, if I may bs 
allowed to make ufe of the Words, Giving to 
the Rich, and fending the Poor empty away. But 
in the prefent Cafe, our Compaffion pleads 
not only for the poor Landed Gentlemen, but 
forall the Poor of the Nation. Let usbut cons 
fider how many psor Families are maintained 
upon 84. or 153 aDay, which che Father earns 
by hard Labour and Toil. A Buhhel of Sale 
is the leaft that can be confumed in a Year by 
apoor Man» his Wife and three or four fmall 
Children: How cruel is it to take 4 or ss.

T HE. Notion of a reafonable Creature A 


implies, that he propofes to himfelf 
fome End. This End can be. no other 
than the Perfeétion of his Being ; nothing 
relates to him but what relates to his 
Happinefs , and if he has Liberty of Will, 
"tis impoffible any thing ¢lfe fhould move 
or affeét him. 

The Means of attaining this End, muft 
be to recommend himfelf to the Favour 
ef thofe Beings on whom he depends, 
But as himfelf and all other Beings de- 
pend abfolutely on the Deity, ‘tis plain 
the Favour of God will be the only ade- 
quate and effectual Means to attain his 
End, 7. e. Happinefs upon the Whole: 
And therefore whatever tends to obtain 
the Divine Favour, will be of perpetual 
Obligation. And though certain Actions 
will recommend us to the Favour of thofe 
ether Beings to whom we ftand related, 
and fo may become Duties; yet, fince all 
the Reafon for purfuing them cari only 
be their Fitnefs to bring Happinefs, which 
they are not always fit and likely to do, 
the Will of God muft intervene to en- 
force thefe Duties. 

"Tis not then any Relations of Things, 
which in themfelves confider'd, oblige us 
to the Praétice of moral Virtue, but the 
Will of God which enjoins it, and which 
alone affords an eternal and tmmutable 
Reafon for the Practice of it.

‘Virtue 
is lovely for its good Effects; and they 
who foilow it for the immediate Plea- 
fave which attehds the Exercife of it, 
muft cither allow, we have fome innate 
Inftin& or Affeétion which infallibly di- 
reéts and forcibly inclines us to what is 
right; (which is falfe) or elfe they prac- 
tife Virtue for a Reafon common to any 
other Practice, and will equally lead them 
t0 any. To do what our Judgment ap- 
proves, or we have fet our Hearts upon, 
will give us this imimediate Pleafure in 
any Courfe of Life. 

To defcribe Virtue to be following Na- 

frre, amounts to this, Do what you like 
beft, or follow your prefent Humour. 
+ They who pra@tife Virtue for prefent 
Cexvcnience, Intere ft or Reputation, ftand 
upon more folid- Ground, which nevét- 
thelefs will often fail them,

§. To prove that the Will of God is our 
Only adequate Rule of Action, and 
includes perpetual Obligation, he pro- 
ceeds (Feb. 3.) to fhew the Neceflity 
of fach a Rule, and what Kind of 
Conformity to it will fecure the End 
propofed, 7. ¢. our Happinefs. 
AS the Deity liad no other Defign in 
framing the World, nor can have any End 
in preferving, and governing it, but our 


B Happinefs, his Wilt and our Happinefs 


become co-incident, and may be fubftitu- 
ted one for the other. He makes the 
Good of his Creatures the Rule and Rea- 
fon of all he enjoins: An abfolute im- 
plicit Compliance with His Will may 
therefore be call’d our ultimate End, and 
ought to be efteem’d and aéted on as fuch, 
in all particulat Cafes. Our Knowledge 
of ourfelves and all about us is fhort and 
imperfeé&, and we are apt to deviate into 
Error and Abfurdity ; we need therefore 
fome Rule on which we may conftantly 
depend: and this can only be the Will of 
that Beirig in whofe Hands we are, and 
who is able toreward us to the uttermoft, 
We muft next enquire how we fhall fe- 
cure this Reward, or what will obtain his 
Favour ; and that is Obedience, or having 
a Kegard to his Will in #l our Aétions. 
"Tis not thé Matter, but the Intention 
of the AG that makes Guilt or Merit im- 


E putable to the Agent. Asfar as any par- 


ticular Action ‘is intended to obey the 
Will of God, and advance the End of his 
Government, in preference fo any other 
Iritereft or Inclination, fo far it is merito- 
rious or acceptable to him. As far as it 
is done in compliance with any particular 


F Intereft or Inclination, in oppofition to, or 


in difregard of the Will of God, fo far is 
it offenfive and injurious to him. As far 
as it is done without any diftiné& End, or 
Confideration of the Will of God in that 
End, fo fat it is at beft purely indifferent, 
and of no Moral or Religious Account at 
all. If the End terminate in ouffelves 
immediately, the Aion can be but inno- 
cent at beft; we ferve not God hefein, but 
ourfelves: and if we attain the natural good 
Effeéts thereof in this Life, we have our 
Reward. And tho’, for feveral Reafons, 
we cannot properly be faid to merit any 
thing of God, yet by Covenant and Pro- 


H mife we may certainly be entitled to his 


Favour, fo far as we comply with thofe 
Terms of Salvatign which he has propo- 
fed, and perform fach Duties as he hath 
commanded, purely in Obedience to him: 
which is the only Principle that can make 
any thing Rewardable by him. 
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Not that it’s neceflary to have this Prin- 
ciple always in View ; it is fufficient to 
recommend and jultify an Aion, if it 
have fome Conneétion or other-with what 
is manifeftly our Duty. Nay, fome Adti- 
ons are direéted to no diftin& End at 
all, may become rewardable by virtue of 
certain Habits, whereof they are Confe- 
quences,and for which we are accountable. 
Thus 2 Servant fufficiently deferves both 
the Title and Reward of being Faithful 
and Obedient, if*hehave acquir’d- fuch 
{abour and Diligence in his Mafter’s Bu- 
finefs, > as will carry “him regularly thro’ 
it, tho’ he feldom confider the End of all 
his Labour, Or think of his Matter in it.

Of Englifing the-Laws. 
HE Time is at Hand, when, the 
Laws of our Country, and the Pro- 
ceedings thereupon, are to be in our own 
Tongue. We: are perhaps the only free 
and civiliz’d Nation under Heaven, whofe 
Natives have been govern’d by a Law in 
the Language of Foreigners. The :Ko- 
mans carried both their Laws and their D 
Language into all the Countries they 
fubdued.’ Other Conquerors took the fame 
method ; whence our mixture of Roman 
and Saxon Laws, . Danifo, and Norman, 
who being the laft Conqueror,. the Law- 
French, introduced by him, continued the 
longer among us. The Introduction of E 
Foreign Laws and Languages. was a note- 
rious Mark of our Dependence and Vaf- 
falage, and therefore to:be abolith’d with 
the firft Opportunity. The unconquer’d 
Welch were in the mean Time free from 
this Reproach; the Laws of their King 
Arthur, and.of Howel the Good, were in F 
their native Tongue ; as were probably 
the Laws of Kent, fofaras related tothe 
Rights. and ‘Tenures -of.a People, whom 
the Congueror.did not, care to difoblige. 
The retaining fo many {trange arid un- 
defin’d Terms and technical Expreffions in 
our Laqws, is not owing to Gentlemen'of G 
the Jong Robe, as imagin’d, but to thé Cli 
’ ent, whofe Avarice, and eager Defire of 
Conqueft ; together with the. Artifices, 
Ignorance, and Knavery, of his Under 
Agents, multiply Cafes, and add to the 
Increafe and bulky Burdén of our Laws, 
aad the Dilatorinefs of the Proceedings H 
of our Courts, (See Vol. I. p. 106.) 
As Things now ftand, every Attorney 
of Solicitor is not only an Interpreter of 
the Laws, but likewife. Reader to -his 
Client, otherwife. he. may. continue )a 
Stranger to his own Bi} ¢ «aad tho’ fome; 
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Attorneys, in Condefcenfion to the Capa- 
Cities of their Client, may poflibly read 
Navidavy for Affidavit, Form of Paper 
for: Formia Pauperis, Hizy Prizy for Nifé 
Prius.--.-and Zezverero for Certiorari 
Yet as thefe Alterations do not obftruét 
the Hearer’s implicit Faith or explicit 
Payment, fo in thofe Parts of the Bill, 
which are in Danger of being underftood, 
Care may be taken to mumble over the 
Items fo as nothing fhall dwell upon the 
Auditor but the Sum total, juft as they 
adminifter Oaths, -in which aothing is 
{poke to be underftood but the Conclufi-

That which has obftruéted the rendring 
our Laws into plain. Englifh was the un- 
fuctefsful Attempt made by Cromwel’s

the Word, could give no better Account 
of the Law, than they had done of the 
Gofpel ; they left their mark on the Bible 
as well as Statute Book. For the Book of 
Kings they read the Book of Parliaments;

O NE confpicuous Charaéteriftick of 
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wearing their own Manufa¢tures, and 
living chiefly upon the Produce of their 
own Country. 

From the fame Motives we have been 
induced to lay high Duties and Impofiti- 
Ons upon all forts of foreign Commodities 
for Confumption and Luxury. But hither- 
to the Meafures taken by Parliament, in 
the Articie of Wine, have been ineffeétu- 
al. If therefore an Excife upon Wine will 
diminifh the Confumption, and render the 
Balance of that Branch of Trade more 
in our Favour, ’tis worthy a Britifh Par- 
liament. Inthe Cafe of Wines, the whole 
Import is confumed among ourfelves, and 
no Profpeét of future Gains, by Re-ex- 
portation, as in other imported foreign 
Commodities, is open’d to us, What is 
{till more fenfibly grievous, is, that this 
Quantity is doubled upon us by deftruct- 
ive Mixtures, and the People deprived of 
the only Good that can refult from fuch 
Importations, wiz. The Duties laid on 
them by Parliament. 

But fhould the Land Tax be taken off; 
if the Wine and Tobacco Duties be only 
transformed into Excifes, ’twill follow, 
that our Wool willgbecome cheaper, and 
our Manufaétures fo of courfe. 

*Tis the common Plea for Adulteration 
of Wines, that without it they would not 
fit the Englifs Palate. This is reported by 
the chief Managers of the Art, the Wine- 
Coopers, who, within thefe few Years 
have almoft engroffed the Wine-Trade. 
But as the foreign Luxuries make Gouts, 
Epilepfies, Apoplexies, and Palfies more 

equent among us than in any other Part 
of Exvope, ’tis Time to think of lefs per- 
nictous Liquors. Our native Produce is 


the Craftsman's Confiftency, and of F healthful ; and had it once the Sanétion of 
which he fo much yaunts (See p. 12) ig | Mode and made the Fafhion, the value of 


that whenever it ferves his Purpofe of 
Clamour and Sedition, he thunders hero- 
acally againft Luxury: But when any 
judicious Step is taken by the Admint- 
frration to teach us Parfimony and Fruga- 


4ity, then our confiftent Author tacks g 


about, and fooths the Upholders of what 
he has fo often exclaimed againft. This 
upon Examination of his late Principles, 
will appear to be exadtly his Cafe. 

*Tis an allowed Maxim, that the Con- 
fumption of foreign Commodities of mere 
Luxury, is fo much Lofs to the Nation as 
they amount to. The Dutch make ufe 
of Excifes, to obviate too great a Con- 
dumprion of Foreign Goods amongft them. 
The French ttudy to prevent it by Duties 
ef Importation, of Confumption, Tolls, 
Refiraints, Vifitations, apd Prokibitions, 





Lands would be enhanced, and the Ba- 
lance of Trade augmented. Since Portu- 
gal fupply’d us with Wines, their Lands, 
being before wafte, are greatly improved 
and cultivated. 

The Tobacco Merchants are likewife 
aggrieved at the Thoughts of an Exci/e 
upon Tobacco; tho’ thereby our Plantati- 
oms may be faved from Ruin, and that 
Trade preferved from a of out 
Rivals, the French. Gommiflion upon the 
high Duties, Sales and Returns, &c. are 
heavy Burthens upon the poor Planters, 
and call for the Relief of Parliament. 
The Profits are fo {mall after the feveral 
DeduGions of their Fadfors, that they 
muft unavoidably run in Debt ; which will 
oblige them to take Refuge in the French 


Plantations, where they will find_more 
Encou- 
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Encouragement for their‘Induftry. Nor 
have the Tobacco Merchants fuch Reafon 
ro complain; for the large Sums which 
they are now obliged to expend for Du- 
ties, they may employ another way. And 
if the Planters once work themfelves out 
of Debt, the Faéfors will receive larger 
Commi ffions from them. 

The common Cry has been, that a De- 
privation of Trials by Furies under the 
Excife will endanger our Liberties, But 
this ismo more than aPretext. For, let 
the Revenue be ever fo much augmented 
by an Excife, the Crown has not the leaft 
Advantage by it. Tho’ particular Sums 
are appropriated for the Payment of the 
Civil-Lift Revenue, yet if thefe Sums ex- 
ceed the Sum fixed by Parliament, the 
Sarpluffes will be applied to eafe the 
Land. As to other Partsof the Revenue, 
the King is no more than a Steward, or 
Truftee for thé People, who conftantly 
renders an account how every Sum raifed 
hasbeen applied for their Benefit and Safe- 
guard. Whatever is deficient in one Fund 
muft be raifed by another ; therefore the 
Prince can be no way interefted in the 
Determinations of the Commiffioners of 
Excife; nor the Commiffioners advanta- 
ged by oppreffing the Subject ; fo that e- 
very Conteft of this Nature is not a Dif- 
pute between the Prince and his Subject, 
but between the whole colleéive Body of 
) the People and an Individual of the Com- 
munity; and thercfore that Barrier to 
our Liberties between the Prerogative 
and the People, a Trial by Juries, is not 
affeéted by any Point relating to the Col- 
leétion of the publick Revenue.

Portugal was at that Time-fubject to 
the King of Spain, and was govern’d 
by a Vice-Queen; but the whole Au- 
thority was lodged-in the Hands of 
Vafconeellos, her Prime Miniiter, -a 
Portuguefe by Birth, by Inclination a 
Spaniard. What recommended him to 
the Spani/ob Government, was his Care 
to encreafe the Royal Revenue. For 
this purpofe he was continually invent- 


2 ing 
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ing new Ways of extorting Money from 
the People, yet made as little fcruple 
to defraud his Mafter as to rob his Coun- 
try. He treated the Nobility with the 
greateft Indignity ; and Ecclefiaftical 
Preferments were difpofed of without 
Regftd to Merit or Learning; their 
extenfive and flourifhing Trade was now 
decay’d; yet the Citizens and Mer- 
chants of Lisbon were daily laid under 
new Hardfhips and Impofts. 

Tho’ the People loudly complained, 
yet were they fo aw’d by the Army, 
that for fome Years they patiently fub- 
mitted to thefe Oppreffions. At length 
Pinto Ribeiro, a private Perfon, then 
Comptroller to the Duke of Braganza, 
fet on Foot a Confpiracy which took 
Effect, deliver'd his Country from Sja- 
very, and rais’d his Mafter tothe Crown 
of Portugal. Having concerted proper 


Meafures with the Nobility, Gentry, D 


and Tradefmen, the Death of Va/con- 
cells was unanimoufly refolv’d on. 
The firft of December, 1640, Pints at 
the Head of the Confpirators, having 
furpriz’d the Guard, forced his way 


into the Palace, and enter’dVa/concellos’ p 


Apartment, where they found him hid 
under a heap of Papers in a Prefs. 
They fhot him thro’ the Head, and 
threw him out of the Window, cry- 
ing out Liberty! Liberty! The Tyrant 
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of Confpirators, by the new Method of

6. We have good Reafon to believe,

7. Weapprehend with great Terror,

But as I am not acquainted with what 
is intended to be propofed, I think it 
would very ill become me, to be fo far 
guided by implicit Faith, as either to ap- 
prove or condemn what at prefent I am 
a Stranger to. 

Shouli it tend to what Jealoufy may 
poffibly figgeft; fhould it appear detri- 
mental to Trade; dangerous to the Con- 
ftirution of Parliament, or the Liberties 
of my Fellow-Subjeéts, I hope it is not in 
my Nature to forget thac fam an En- 
glifhman. 

But, If, contrary to the Sentirnents 
which are at prefent entertained by many 
Perfons who wifh well to their Country, 
it thould prove a Benefit to Trade, by 
pointing out a Remedy for the Frauds 
which are f0 univerfally praétis’d, to the 
great Difcouragement and Prejudice of 
the fair Trader; if without creating any 
new Duties,or increafing thofe which are 
already eftablifh'd, ir fhould fo cunfider- 
ably improve the Revenues, as upon any 
Emergency to fupply the Neceffities of 
the Publick; if the Government fhould 
be thereby enabled to leffen the National 
Debt, or give Eafe to thofe Branches of 
Trade, which are moft burthenfome to 
our poor Manufaéturers ; if this fhould 
be the Tendency of the Scheme, I am 
fure my Affent to it cannot fail of your 
Approbation.
